Being 
ignorant of the foreign language 
and on account of the unsatis- 
factory translation in Chinese, 
our merchants have put their 
chops to contrnets rashly if not 
blindly. Frequent disputes over 
business transactions have arisen 
in consequence of the different in- 
terpretations of the ‘stipulations 
laid down in the contract written 
in the foreign language. Under 
such circumstances, our mer- 
chants have been compelled to 
suffer Josses. . 

The City Chamber of Commerce 
propose that our Government 
stoutd notify, through. their re- 
spective conauls, all nations trad- 
ing in our country that the Chinese 
language is to be the recognized 
version in any contract coneluded 
within our territory between 
Chinese and foreign merchants.

NEW HONGKONG 

REGULATION. 


The Hongkong Government 
Gazette publish the following pro- 
pored regulations, Jn substitution 
' for others, relating to substances to 

be used and the quantities theréof 

for denaturing spirits: ' 
1—(1) Alcohol and Mquid con- 
talning alcohol shalt be consider- 
ed to be denatured spirit when 
coloured, to the satisfaction of 'the 

Superintendent, with — methyl 

xiolel, and when to each. 100 

gallons has been added nat less 

than one-half .gatlon of crude 
pyridine of a quality to be ap- 
proved by the Superintendent. 

(2) Alcohol and liquid containing 

alcohol shall be considered to be 

denutured spirit when it contains 
either—(a) the quantities of sub- 
stances prescribed by the British 

Pharmacopqia or British Pharma- 

ceutical Codex for making those 

medicina! tinctures, spirits, wines 
and other preparations, which 
cannot be used as beverayes; (¢ 
such quantities of medicinal sub- 
stances as to render the liquid 
_ Unfit fer use as a beverage; or 

(e) bulk for bulk Chinese ‘vineyar 

containing not less than two per 

cent, of acetic acid. . 


2. If it*ean be shown on appli- 
cation to the Superintendent that 
spirit of a special. kind is required 
, for any particular industry or pur- 

pose, any quantity of aleohol or 

liquid. containing aleohol shall be 

eonsidered to be denatured spirit 
when any substance'whieh the Su- 
perintendent in his diseretion 
may approve -has “been added to 
such quantity, with or without the 
addititon of an aniline dye, as the 
Superintendent may direet:  Pro- 
vided that the Superintendent, as 
a condition of his appproval, nmiy 
require an undertaking, to his 
satisfaction, that the applicant for 
such ‘approval shall aceouwnt for 
the disposal by him of the quan- 
tity 80 to be denatured.

London is really a little United 
States, *» with» twenty-throo 
Borough‘ Councils, which have 
certain rights in their arcas very 
much tho same .as a State 
Control} ling it all, 


London County Council, which 
in) many ways conforms to 
Congress. These Borough Coun- 
cils have given names to the 
streets in the district ‘they 
‘control, and all of them seem to 
have at some time or other a. 
great weakness for the names of 
Church, Vittoria, . George, 
Grosvenor, Queen, King and 
others. The result has been utter 
confusion, and when one wants 
to get to an address in any part 


jot London in’ a -stroel with 


any of'these familiar names, it-is 
first necessary to distingnish.the 
borough. 


The London. County , Council 
has a department, called the 
Streets Names’ Commitée, its 
business being to attempt to 
rectify inappropriate names’ of 
London's throughfares, This 
committees now is changing the 
names of streets on the average 
of thirty a year, and through 
what.it-has done and what it has 
not done has raised the ire of a 
goodly ‘ percantage of _ the 
population. 

‘For instance, if o murder is 
committed on any streetin which 
live respectable people. and the 
name of the street is emphasized 
in the report of. the- trial, the 
residents on that street 
immediately apply to the, com- 
mittee in an effort to have its 
naine ¢hanged. Then, again, the 
mune of 4 ‘street may: fall into 
disrepute, whereupon the more 


substantial Citizens want the[. 


name of the street’ changed. 
Protests. on: these grounds, 
however, do not get very far with 
the committee, because members 
believe that no name should be 
changed without very definite 
reasons, and they ‘usually send 
these householders “back — dis- 
eruntled with the. admonition 


{that they themselves should see 


to it that the past good reputation 
of the street should be restored 
by their own efforts. 

Just after the war began the 
committee was ‘flooded — with 
applications to chunge names of 
streets that had-any inkling: of], 
the German language. In most’ 
causes this was done because the 
protestants were usually backed 
up by a protest from their Ber- 
ough Couneil. 

lt is difficult to discern just 
why so much fuss should be 
made over the changing of names 
of the streets of London, so many 
of which are only two or three 
blocks long end are little known 
toany one except the’ residents 
of the immediate neighborhond. 

Broadway developed from a 
cow path, and it is said that some 
of, London's streets grew up 
around the’ meandering’ of 


janimals. The cows that made 


Broadway scem to have had a 
more or less definite object ,in 
their travels, but the animals

Sir Josiah Stam, one of Great 
Britain’s ‘leading economic ex- 
perts, sees dn increasingly impor- 
tant part to be played in America 
in ‘the restoration of world trade. 


Sir Josinh touched upon the 
subject in un address to the. Brad- 
ford Textile Society ,saying 
Britain’s world trade depended not 
merely on adjustments in Britain, 
but also on the circumstances of 
its customers. Among thesc 
customera the monetary position 
was dominant, for it involved 
constantly changing real costs, 
while stabilization and = any 
measure “of deffation would give 
them all a period of stringency 
and reaction in industry.
